Teen Sailors Rescued at Sea 


SOUTHPORT, N.C. I Two teenagers lost at sea 
for six days without food or fresh water were 
spotted by fishermen more than 100 miles 
from where they started, clinging to their 
small sailboat. 

The boys quenched their thirst with sea 
water and slipped into the ocean to cool 
off, but sharks chased them back onto the 
boat. At night, they used a single wet suit 
to keep warm. 

“I asked God to take me,” 15 -year-old Troy 
Driscoll said as he lay in a hospital emergency 
room. “You’re out there fighting for your life. 


We didn’t want to fight anymore.” 

Driscoll and his best friend, 18 -year- old 
Josh Long, were spotted Saturday about 
seven miles off Cape Fear — six days and 
more than 100 miles from where they had 
put in off Sullivans Island, S.C., on April 
24. The boys were sunburned, dehydrat- 
ed and exhausted, but otherwise in pretty 
good shape. 

“We were praying for a miracle and we got 
one,” Charleston Coast Guard Cmdr. June 
Ryan said. “Everybody on the East Coast has 
been looking for these boys.” (ap)

At least 116 people killed in 
4 days of insurgent attacks 

BAGHDAD, I RAQ I A car bomb ripped through a 
tent packed with mourners at the funeral of a 
Kurdish official in northern Iraq on Sunday, 
killing 25 people and wounding more than 
50 in the single deadliest attack since insur- 
gents started bearing down on Iraq’s newly 
named government late last week. 

The blast capped four blood-soaked 
days in which at least 116 people, including 
11 Americans, were killed in a slew of bomb- 
ings and ambushes. 

The car bomb attack 
occurred in Tal Afar, 93 
miles east of the Syrian 
border, the U.S. military 
and a provincial official 
said. Mourners had gath- 
ered for the funeral of Sayed 
Talib Sayed Wahab, an offi- 
cial of the Kurdish Democratic Party. 

Six other car bombs exploded in Baghdad 
on Sunday and at least five American soldiers 
were injured in the blasts, said Sgt. Andrew 
Miller, a U.S. military spokesman. 

U.S. and Iraqi officials had hoped to 
dent support for the militants by including 
members of the Sunni Arab minority in a 
new Shiite -dominated Cabinet that will be 
sworn in Tuesday. However, the lineup named 
by incoming Prime Minister Ibrahim al- 
Jaafari after months of political wrangling 
excluded Sunnis from meaningful positions 
and left the key defense and oil ministries

BOSTON 

State Court to Hear Case 
To Halt Same-Sex Nuptials 

Massachusetts’ highest court hears 
a bid Monday to halt same-sex cou- 
ples from marrying until voters can 
weigh in on the contentious issue. A 
lawsuit filed by C. J. Doyle, execu- 
tive director of the Catholic Action 
League of Massachusetts, claims the 
marriages interfere with voters’ abil- 
ity to participate in the debate on 
a proposed constitutional ban of 
same-sex marriages. Around 5,000 
same-sex couples have married in 
the state since the Supreme Judicial 
Court issued its landmark 4-3 rul- 
ing in November 2003 allowing gay 
marriage. The ruling took effect in 
May 2004. (ap) 

NEW YORK 

Activists Against Nuclear 
Weapons, War Rally at U.N. 

Thousands of activists marched 
past the United Nations on Sunday, 
urging diplomats reviewing the 
Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty 
to remember the horrors of the 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki six decades ago and not 
allow them to be repeated. Chanting 
“No War, No Nukes,” the marchers 
then headed to Central Park, where 
they formed a human peace sym- 
bol.

Porter said Wilbanks could face a 
misdemeanor charge of false report 
of a crime or a felony charge of false 
statements. 

Porter said he would speak on 
Monday to police in Albuquerque, 
where Wilbanks turned up late 
Friday and called her fiance and 
911 to report that she had been 
kidnapped. 

Despite angry calls from 
some residents, authorities in 
Albuquerque said they had no plans 
to charge Wilbanks, though they 
haven’t ruled out the possibility.

NEW YORK I Sirius Satellite Radio 
Inc. is latching onto the “podcast- 
ing” phenomenon, launching a show 
later this month that will feature a 
daily selection of the increasingly 
popular do-it-yourself audio pro- 
grams. 

The move by Sirius comes just 
days after Viacom Inc.’s Infinity

The show will be broadcast on 
Sirius channel 148, a talk-radio sta- 
tion that does carry commercials, 
unlike Sirius’ all-music channels.

Border Project Wraps Up 


Ariz. ‘Minuteman patrol ends to mixed reviews 


PALOMINAS, ARIZ. I After a week 
camped near the Mexican border 
as part of a loose-knit volunteer 
patrol, brothers David and Robert 
Hogan, mild-mannered engineers 
who drove 23 hours from their 
hometown in rural Illinois, had 
yet to spot an immigrant crossing 
illegally into the United States. 

Undaunted, if somewhat sun- 
burned, the Hogan brothers took 
this as a good sign. Their relatively 
quiet tour last week along what is 
considered one of the most porous 
parts of the US. border with Mexico 
was proof, they said, that the month- 
long citizen watch known as the 
Minuteman Project worked. 

Not everyone agrees. Exasp- 
erated Border Patrol officials say 
any drop in illegal crossings in 


this stretch of rugged mountains 
and open desert during April was 
due mainly to their own increased 
efforts. Local leaders and civil rights 
activists who monitored the contro- 
versial volunteer corps dismissed it 
as a bumbling publicity stunt. 

“It was no more than a block 
party,” said Ray Borane, mayor of 
the border town of Douglas. 

But as the patrol wound to a 
close, with the self-styled border 
guards packing up their folding 
chairs, binoculars, two-way radios 
and, in many instances, their hand- 
guns, even skeptics acknowledged 
that the effort had sent a stark signal 
about growing frustration over the 


nation’s immigration laws. 

Spurred by security concerns 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks and fears that a flood of 
illegal immigrants is hurting low- 
wage American workers and strain- 
ing public schools and hospitals, the 
issue now looms as a growing politi- 
cal concern in Washington, D.C. 

The Minuteman Project, 
launched April 1, was intended from 
the start to last only one month. 

One of the primary organiz- 
ers, James Gilchrist of Southern 
California, declared “uncondi- 
tional victory” at the Arizona bor- 
der on April 18 and said he was 
turning his attention to employ- 
ers who hire illegal workers.

Trial Watchers Wonder 
Will Jackson Testify? 


SANTA MARIA, CALIF. | Michael 
Jackson has sat silently in court for 
nine weeks, betraying little reac- 
tion as prosecutors laid out their 
child molestation and conspiracy 
case against him.

Palestinians Protest Israeli

The U.S. military freed 85 Afghans 
from its jails in Afghanistan on 
Sunday after deciding they posed 
no threat and hearing them swear 
loyalty to the government. U.S. forces 
have detained thousands of people 
since entering Afghanistan in 2001. 
Most have been released, but many 
others have spent years in the U.S. 
jail at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, or in

Apparent launch comes on eve of U.N. summit 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
apparently test fired a missile into 
the Sea of Japan on Sunday, rais- 
ing new fears about Pyongyang’s 
nuclear intentions. 

News of the launch, which took 
the missile about 65 miles off the 
North Korean coast, first appeared 
in Japanese media reports. Later, the 
White House chief of staff said in an 
interview with CNN’s “Late Edition” 
that there was an apparent test. 

“It appears that there was a test 


of a short-range missile by the North 
Koreans. ... We’re not surprised by 
this,” Andrew Card said. “The North 
Koreans have tested their missiles 
before.” 

North Korea shocked the region 
in 1998 by test-firing a missile over 
Japan and into the Pacific Ocean. 
The North said it was an attempt to 
put a satellite in orbit. And in 2003, 
it test fired short-range land-to-ship 
missiles at least three times during 
a period of heightened tension over 


its nuclear weapons program. 

Sunday’s test-firing occurred 
on the eve of a crucial gathering at 
the United Nations to review global 
progress on curbing nuclear pro- 
liferation. North Korea withdrew 
from the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty in 2003. 

The United States is expected to 
seek a consensus for tough action 
against the North Koreans as well 
as the Iranians — both accused 
by Washington of having nuclear 
weapons or ambitions to build them 
— during the U.N. session, (ap)

Alleged Cairo Bomber Tied to Extremists 


SHUBRA EL-KHEIMA, EGYPT I Once 
the cheerful leader of a school 
singing group, Ehab Yousri Yassin 
underwent a drastic change a few 
years ago, mingling with Islamic 
extremists and forcing his sisters 
to wear head-to-toe veils. 

Residents of this impoverished 
city on Cairo’s outskirts provided 
insights into the 24 -year-old’s life 
Sunday, a day after security officials 
said he blew himself up while jump - 
ing from a bridge in central Cairo. 


The explosion killed Yassin — 
suspected of involvement in an 
April 7 suicide bombing in a Cairo 
bazaar — and injured seven oth- 
ers, including four foreigners. Hours 
later, police claim, one of Yassin’s 
sisters and his fiancee opened fire 
on a tourist bus carrying Austrians 
before killing themselves. The tour- 
ists escaped injury.

Italy to Issue 
Own Report 
On Shooting 

Move comes after U.S. 
absolved its troops for 
death of agent in Iraq 

ROME I Italy will publish its own 
report Monday on the U.S. kill- 
ing of an Italian intelligence agent 
after the two countries could not 
agree on the circumstances of last 
month’s shooting at an American 
checkpoint in Baghdad. 

Italy said its report on the March 4 
shooting death of agent Nicola 
Calipari will focus on the problems 
of coordinating with Americans in 
Iraq and the rules of conduct for U.S. 
troops at checkpoints. 

The Foreign Ministry document 
will be released two days after the 
U.S. military said its investigation 
had cleared American soldiers of 
wrongdoing in the shooting that 
also injured Giuliana Sgrena, the 
Italian journalist that Calipari had 
just freed from insurgents. 

Italian newspapers published 
what they said were extracts of the 
report Sunday, with investigators 
concluding that U.S. authorities 
were informed of the operation hours 
before the shooting. The report also 
contends that evidence at the shoot- 
ing was quickly cleared away by the 
Americans, Corriere della Sera and

VATICAN CITY | Pope Benedict 
XVI, embracing a cherished habit 
of his predecessor, appeared at his 
apartment’s window on St. Peter’s 
Square Sunday for the first time in 
his papacy to bless tens of thousands 
of faithful and curious. 

Looking vigorous and confident, 
Benedict cut a figure sharply con- 
trasting with John Paul’s last time at 
the window on March 30, when the 
ailing pontiff appeared in silent suf- 
fering three days before his death. 

The new pope sang a Latin prayer 
in a voice so strong it boomed across 
the square from the third-floor win- 
dow of the Apostolic Palace. 

Some 50,000 people flocked 
to the square on a hot, sunny day, 
far more than the few thousand or 
so who turn out for most of these 
Sunday appearances. 

“I address you, my very dear 


brothers and sisters, for the first 
time from this window that the 
beloved figure of my predecessor 
made familiar to countless people in 
the entire world,” Benedict said. 

Cheers from the crowd fre- 
quently punctuated his remarks 
about John Paul. Like his prede- 


cessor, Benedict used the window 
appearance to talk about problems 
on the world scene. He singled out 
the African nation of Togo, wracked 
by deadly violence after disputed 
elections. He said he was praying 
for harmony and peace for Togo’s

Castro Prods U.S. on Fugitive 


Cuban leader says 
aeeused bomber 
should be extradited 

HAVANA I Cuban President Fidel 
Castro used a May Day gathering 
of hundreds of thousands on Sunday 
to demand the United States expel 
a Cuban-born militant accused of 
blowing up a civilian jetliner. 

Castro called Luis Posada Car- 
riles, who is seeking asylum in the 
U.S., “the most famous and cruel ter- 
rorist of the Western hemisphere.” 
He has spoken repeatedly about the 
Posada case in recent days. 

Venezuelan officials say they 
will seek extradition of the Cuban- 
born Venezuelan citizen on charges 
of masterminding the bombing of a 
Cuban jetliner in 197b that killed 73 
people. Posada denies involvement

Castro said Cuba had renounced 


its own right to try Posada, but said 
the US. govemmenthadneglectedits 
own laws by failing to arrest Posada 
and send him to Venezuela. 

Venezuela’s Supreme Court last 
week began processing an extra- 
dition request for Posada, who is 
wanted there for treason and for 
the airline bombing. 

Cuban officials say Posada was 
involved in many other attacks. He 
has acknowledged planning bomb- 
ings of Cuban hotels, one of which 
killed an Italian tourist. 

Posada’s lawyer, Eduardo Soto, 
says his client worked for the CIA for 
years and deserves asylum because 
he would face possible execution 
if returned to Cuba, even though 
Castro’s government has vowed not 
to apply the death penalty. 

Posada entered the US. illegally 
via Mexico in March, Soto says, (ap)

ROCKVILLE, MD. | In a new sign of 
Montgomery County’s affordable 
housing crunch, a report shows 
that fewer than a quarter of the 
county’s firefighters live where 
they work. 

A similar study two years ago 
found that 31 percent of firefighters 
lived in Montgomery. The number 
dropped to 24 percent this year. The 
majority live in Frederick County. 

Last month, planners project- 
ed that the median price of a new 
single -family detached home in 
Montgomery will exceed $1 mil- 
lion in about three years. 

A group of state, local and fed- 
eral elected officials will assemble 
in North Bethesda on Monday for 
the Affordable Housing Conference 
on ways to ease the housing crunch. 
“When I look at the long-term future 
of the county, I say transportation is 
the biggest challenge, but affordable 
housing is probably a close second,” 
County Executive Douglas Duncan 
told The Washington Post, (ap)

Leaders Push to 
Drop Whitehurst 


Effort comes in midst 
of revitalization plans 
for city’s waterfronts 

WASHINGTON | The Whitehurst 
Freeway, a key commuter route 
through Georgetown, could soon 
be torn down if city officials get 
their way. 

“It’s an ugly structure, which I 
don’t like,” said D.C. Council mem- 
ber Jack Evans, speaking last week 
about the feasibility of demolishing 
the road that hugs the neighbor- 
hood’s western edge, separating it 
from the Potomac River. 

The elevated freeway is three- 
quarters of a mile long and acts as 
a bypass for tens of thousands of 
people in Maryland, Virginia and 
D.C. traveling to jobs downtown. It 
opened in 1949 to connect the Key 
Bridge with a citywide system of 


highways that was never built. 

Evans, D-Ward 2, and other city 
officials believe that many of the 
estimated 42,000 cars that use the 
road each day will find other paths 
into the city if it is removed in the 
next couple of years. He suggested 
that much of the traffic could be 
absorbed by widening K Street into 
a six-lane boulevard. 

The push to eliminate the road 
comes as officials attempt to revital- 
ize D.C.’s long-neglected waterfronts 
on the Potomac and Anacostia riv- 
ers. One catalyst for change is the 
proposed site of a new baseball sta- 
dium in Southeast. 

But dozens of people at a conten- 
tious meeting Wednesday in Foggy 
Bottom remained skeptical. “If the 
Whitehurst Freeway isn’t broken, 
why get rid of it?” asked Susan 
Wallace, who lives a block south 
of the freeway, brian westley (ap)

Ducks Are Up Rock Creek 


Motorcade transports family of 11 to new home 


WASHINGTON I The duck stops 
here. 

After four weeks as Washington’s 
newest tourist attraction, a mother 
mallard duck and her — count ’em 
— 11 ducklings were transported in 
a motorcade Sunday to a new and 
far more suitable setting in Rock 
Creek Park. 

The transfer had been mapped 
out like a military operation for 
the mother duck, a capital celeb- 


rity since taking up residence at 
the main entrance to the Treasury 
Department. 

The Secret Service uniformed 
division had provided protection for 
the nesting mother over the past 
four weeks. Agents had built and 
then extended metal barricades to 
keep tourists back from the nest. 

The hatching began Saturday 
afternoon and continued into a 
stormy night with heavy rain. 


Early Sunday, government biolo- 
gists gently captured the mother duck 
— sometimes referred to as “Duck 
Cheney” — andheryellow-and-black 
ducklings and put them in cages for 
the short ride to their new home. 

Once at the park, the ducks 
were placed in a holding pen to 
get their bearings. But in only a few 
seconds, the mother mallard had 
found an opening and was head- 
ed to the nearby creek.

And Running 


The first computer 
shoe in the world is a 
real treat for the feet 

H E A LT H I The world’s first computer- 
ized shoes, Adidas 1, won’t teach you 
how to stride with grace and econ- 
omy. But they actually help. Every 
time the foot swings upward, the 
shoes adjust their cushioning to the 
wearer’s running style and pace, and 
to changes in terrain. 

But is the — gasp — $250 price 
justified? Consider what you get. 

They’re not a gimmick. Each has 
a microprocessor capable of mak- 
ing 5 million calculations per sec- 
ond. A sensor in the heel measures 
its compression on impact, taking 
1,000 readings per second. 

To achieve the optimal amount of 
cushioning, an electric motor turns 
a metal rod that adjusts the hollow 
plastic heel. All of this is powered 
by a replaceable battery. 

It works. Just don’t expect spring- 
loaded leaping power or special tor- 
sion control. It’s about cushioning. 

The shoes don’t do much when 
you’re starting off slow — when you’d

prefer more cushioning under the 
balls of your feet. But once you hit 
your stride, adjusting your rhythm so 
your feet land as lightly as possible, 
the shoes work in your favor. 

On downhill stretches the extra 
cushioning is definitely perceptible. 
And when on a long run you hit that 
endorphin-juiced sweet spot where 
your legs cycle like a flywheel, even as 
fatigue sets in, the shoes assist. 

The harder the surface and chop- 
pier your running style, the more 
a pair of Adidas 1 will help. There 
are five settings for cushioning. And 
they turn off 10 minutes after you

Wizards’ Arenas Finds Magic Touch 


Guard shakes off a bad start to star in playoffs 


WIZARDS I When veteran guard 
Anthony Peeler signed with the 
Washington Wizards last summer, 
he figured his No. 1 job was to teach 
Gilbert Arenas to grow up. 

“I thought I was going to have 
to come in here and bump chests 
with my young guy, from hearing 
all the stuff people say,” Peeler said. 
“But he’s a competitor, and he’s the 
greatest teammate ever. It’s unreal 
how he became professional like this 
all of a sudden.” 

Few players wear a heart on their 
sleeve like Arenas, whose outbursts 
over the years left teammates and 
coaching wondering when, or if, 
he would gain the maturity to 
match his talents and become a 
true NBA star. 


It appeared to happen this sea- 
son. He’s leading his team in scor- 
ing, assists, minutes and games 
played. He played in his first All- 
Star game and was the only Wizards 
starter not to miss a chunk of time 
because of an injury. 

“Certainly that’s the guy that’s 
been the constant this year,” coach 
Eddie Jordan said. “He’s kept us 
above water when everyone else 
has been out.” 

But the question remained as 
to how the 23 -year- old Arenas 
would handle himself under play- 
off pressure. 

The answer? He needed one 
game to get the butterflies out. 
After missing 16 of 19 shots and 
scoring nine points in a Game 1

loss to the Chicago Bulls, Arenas 
recovered with 39 points in a Game 
2 loss and was good for 32 Saturday 
in the Wizards’ 117-99 Game 3 vic- 
tory at Washington. 

“The first game, it was nerve- 
racking,” Arenas said. “I didn’t 
sleep that night, didn’t know what 
to expect. ” 

His conclusion once it was over? 
“Man, that was just regular basket- 
ball, that’s what it is, so (now) I just 
come out and play my game.” 

Arenas and the rest of the team 
felt a weight had been removed from 
their shoulders as they practiced 
Sunday for Game 4. After trailing 
2-0 in the series, the franchise’s first 
playoff victory since 1988 has swung 
some momentum their way. “We’re 
probably a little bit more relaxed,” 
Jordan said. Joseph white (ap)

26 -year- old rookie 
is fighting for playing 
time on the Redskins 

REDSKINS I He considered him- 
self a Division I football player at 
a time when few, if any, coaches 
agreed. None offered him a schol- 
arship, so Robert McCune hatched 
a plan. He’d join the Army, earn 
money for college and play at a 
Division I school. 

It sounded good until he found 
himself in South Korea, chased to a 
rooftop in a driving thunderstorm 
by seven feet of flood water. He and 
a couple other soldiers remained 
there for several hours. 

“I was frightened because it was 
all new to me,” said McCune, the 
Redskins’ fifth-round draft choice 
who’s competing for a starting line- 
backer position. “That was more 
water than I’d ever seen before.” 

He also spent six months in 
Kuwait, experiencing the hardship 
of Army life overseas. So, at age 26, 
trying to make an NFL roster won’t 
intimidate him. McCune never saw 
any battles, but the experience still

forced him to grow up quicker than 
most. That’s what the Redskins like 
about him, which is why they weren’t 
bothered by his age. 

“I want to coach as many mature 
men as I can,” Redskins assistant 
head coach for defense Gregg 
Williams said. “And it’s really funny 
to think that I can put more stress 
on him. He’s felt that stress before. 
I’m anxious to see him play in live

A BOY’S LIFE I Ray is grayer, Richard 
more reflective and Robert’s head 
no longer has the shape of a bean.

As Solid as a Brick 


Ben Folds sings of 
faith, absent friends 
and a post-love thud 

MUSIC I Remember the hit “Brick” 
from the mathematically challenged 
trio, Ben Folds Five? The band’s 
1997 album, “Whatever and Ever 
Amen,” sounded like bouncy ’90s 
nostalgia, even then. 

“Songs for Silverman” (Sony) is 
the third solo disc from the group’s 
frontman, Ben Folds, and while he 
still enjoys a strong fan base, it’s 
easy to wonder how someone who 
so consistently churns out pop gems 
(plus produces offbeat projects like 
William Shatner’s “Has Been”) could 
ever be labeled a one-hit wonder. 

“Silverman” is frill of Folds’ pitch-

wavering, buoyant ditties, though he 
seems to have made a natural evo- 
lution away from rockers like “The 
Battle of Who Could Care Less.” 

The disc’s best song is the first, 
“Bastard,” which opens with a typical 
flurry of staccato piano chords. On 
“Jesusland,” Folds almost hides his 
dig at religious suburbia: “Town to 
town/broadcast to each house, they 
drop your name/but no one knows 
your face.” The disc’s first single, 
“Landed,” is a soft, swooning bal- 
lad about a lover’s return to earth. 

The disc’s most touching tune, 
however, is “Late,” a dedication to 
the late singer- songwriter Elliot 
Smith. Folds, who toured with 
Smith, sings of regret of not earli- 
er voicing his admiration: “When 
desperate static beats the silence up/ 
a quiet truth to calm you down/the 
songs you wrote/Got me through a 
lot/Just wanna tell you that.”

A new exhibit delves 
into the making of 
classic Looney Tunes 

What’s art, doc? At the James 
A. Michener Art Museum in 
Doylestown, Pa., that question is 
answered with a new exhibit of 
drawings, cels and paintings from 
the golden era of Warner Bros, ani- 
mation that made Bugs Bunny and 
fellow Looney Tuners into pop cul- 
ture icons for generations. 

“These days, it seems pop 
stars are around for 60 days, not 
60 years,” said curator Stephen 
Schneider. “What they did at Warner 
Bros, was so resonant, it managed 
to hold on to its pre-eminence in a 
way you rarely see.” 

“That’s All Folks! The Art of 
Warner Brothers Cartoons,” which 
runs through July 3, looks at the 
history, artistry, humor and cul- 
tural commentary that breathed 
life into Bugs, Porky Pig, Elmer 
Fudd, Daffy Duck, Tweety Bird,

Sylvester, Yosemite Sam and the 
rest of the gang. 

The minutes -long films took as 
long as a year to create and required 
thousands ofhand-drawn “cels.” The 
cartoons were shot one frame at a 
time, with slight changes from one 
cel to the next to give the impres- 
sion of fluid movement. 

The exhibit also shows “model 
sheets” — templates to make char- 
acters consistent through different 
cartoons and artists. Bugs’ sheet 
instructed: “Keep ruff on cheek 
high, it makes him younger.” 

But the art is only part of the 
picture. The cartoons got their dis- 
tinctive style from the zany musi- 
cal scores and storylines that were 
frenetic in pace, irreverent in tone 
and imbued with sarcastic send- 
ups of movie stars and political 
figures. 

“It wasn’t until the 1970s that peo- 
ple really started to appreciate the 
artistry that was involved in creat- 
ing these, and how unique and inno- 
vative they were,” said Mario Del-

The PALA motivates adults and children age 6-1 7 to begin a physical activity program 
by being active for 5 days a week for 6 weeks (30 minutes a day for adults or 60 
minutes a day for kids). Choose from over 100 activities and track the activities online 
or on paper. After six weeks of continuous activity, participants are eligible for a PALA 
patch/certificate or a PALA lapel pin.

Today, the members are current 
and former athletes, business leaders, educators, medical 
professionals and concerned citizens willing to volunteer 
their time to promote the Council’s mission to help 
Americans adopt active lifestyles for good health and 
overall well being.

• The Presidential Champions Award 


The Presidential Champions Award is for adults who are already active more than 30 
minutes a day/5 days a week (more than 60 minutes a day for kids). This award is 
available online only. Log on to www.presidentschallenge.org, register, choose 
activities: and earn points for each activity logged based on the intensity of the 
activities and the amount ot time spent being active. Participants strive to accumulate 
points to earn a bronze, silver, or gold medal or lapel pin. 


The PALA and Presidential 
Champions programs are free, 
but there is a nominal charge to 
purchase the optional array of 
awards.

President Bush introduces the Council’s new online 
physical activity program at www.presidentschallenge.org, at a 
YMCA in Dallas, Texas. The interactive Web site includes the new 
Presidential Champions award program, which offers bronze, silver 
and gold medals for points earned and tracked online.

• Physical activity reduces the risk of developing or dying from cardiovascular 
disease, type 2 diabetes, and certain cancers including colon cancer. 


• Serving as a role model for an active lifestyle for children, family, friends, and co- 
workers is important. 


• Physical activity helps maintain a healthy weight; contributes to healthy 
bones, muscles, and joints; lessens the pain associated with arthritis; reduces 
symptoms of anxiety and depression; and reduces the need for 
medications, physician visits, and hospitalizations. 

• Physical activity can increase the self-esteem and learning capacity of children. 


Approximately 25% of all trips made in the United States are less than 1 mile in 
length: 75% of those trips are made in the car. 

Half of all persons with disabilities aged 18 and older do not engage in any 
leisure time physical activity, yet every person regardless of disability can be 
physically active. 


Parks, hiking and biking trails, and other recreational areas are closer than you 
think and make great places to be active and have fun. 

Exercise can improve insulin sensitivity among all diabetics, therefore, 
decreasing the need for medications. It can also help people with Type 2 or 
adult-onset diabetes have better glucose control.
